The Good Old Days ? 


“ On the 13th of August, 1752, the Bel- 
fast Stage Coach with six horses, consider- 
larcer and more commodious than 
any other in Ireland, will set cut from 
Mrs. Dunn's, in Bolton street, Dublin 
bas Thus ran the announcement of 
the first Dublin-Belfast public conveyance, 
which took three days for the journey, 
stopping overnight at Drogheda and at 
Two years later this service was 
suspended, and, “ on account of the bad- 
ness of the roads between’ Belfast and 
Newry.’ went no farther than the latter 
town during the winter mouths. By 1788 
Newry could be reached in twenty-six 
hours from Dublin, a performance which 
earned for this speedy coach the name of 
‘The Newry Flying Coach.’ Some short 
time later it was thought the limit of. 
speed was reached when a regular mail 
coach performed the Dublin-Belfast run 
in a single day. In 1834 Ireland’s first 
railway was opened from Dublin to Kings- 
town, and five years later the second line 
from Belfast to Lisburn. Thns line—the 
Ulster—was originally intended to go to 
Armagh, but it got no farther than Lis- 
burn for a number of years. On the open- 
ing day by some mistake the envine ran 
off the line, to become embedded in the 
clay bank. It was later rectified rnd the 
journey completed—at the then startling 
speed of five miles an hour. 


A Plant . Auction. 


When I hear of an auction of plants and 
flowering shrubs I know that spring i» 
nigh, and when I want to meet faces that 
I have possibly not seen for twelve montns 
“I attend that auction. Yesterday I was 
one of a crowd of enthusiastic amateur 
gardeners who thought it worth while 
to spend a few hours in an auction 
room amid rhoedodendrons, lilacs, aza- 
leas, hydrangeas and rose trees of 
every description.

able to don that bright appearance which 
was visualised for them yesterday. Their 
regrets may fortunately be short-lived ; 
for other auctions are, I understand, to 
follow. Some of the prices realised were :—

3d.-1s.6d. ; lilac, @d.-1s. each ; dwarf-roses 
in bundles of five, 2s.

While it is delightful to know 
that a few faithful dogs have been 
nonoured, one realises that there must be 
many cases of life-savine by a dog that

SHAKESPEARE.

GREATEST EXAMPLE IN 
“KING LEAR.” 


“The Christian Shakespeare” was the 
subject of an address by Professor Trench, 
Litt.D., at a meeting of the Literary Society 
of the Central Church of Ireland Y.M.C.A., 
at 8 Dawson street, Dublin, last niglit. 

The lecturer said he was not concerned with 
Shakespeare as a man, but with his genera! 
view of human life and destiny, especially in 
relation to the treatment of suffering. This 
was in accord with a religious satiook which 
was fundamentally Christian. He did not 
consider whether Shakespeare was fond of 
going to church or whether he like the 
Reformed Church or the Mediaeval. 

Ben Johnsen was very rough, and had 
great differences with Shakespeare in regard 
to art, but he loved the man, and seven years 
after Shakespeare's death wrote of Shakes- 

are’s gentleness. This trait of character 
had been referred to by another writer in 
1593. 

Referring to Shakespeare’s villains in 
tic edy, the lecturer said that his treatment 
of them brought out his gentleness in a 
pleasant way. He had a fancy for con 
verting very bad villains at their latter end. 
As exanpies of this he mentioned Edmund 
in “ King Lear’’ and Laertes in “* Hamlet.”

From Our THEATRE CORRESPONDENT. 


HE latest ‘‘casualty” in the war be- 
| twee.: stage and screen is the London 
Coliseum, which for many years has 
been famous as a variety theatre, and which

nova ’’—with great success, From March 
onwards it is to turn over to pictures, not 
because the stage performances aes poner: 
but because the oR Hogg are unable to 
bear the expense of i 

Sir Oswald Stoll, in a letter to the Press, 
explains that taxation and the entertainment 
duty have had a good deal to do with this de- 
cision. If a play makes money, he says, the 
income tax swallows up most of the profits; 
while if the venture is unsuccessful the posi- 
tion is aggravated by the entertainments tax, 
which is imposed without any regard to the 
inancial situation of the producers. This taxa- 
tion, he a®serts, is killing the theatre, and, 
although it may help the cinema for a while, 
it is bound to have its effect upon it also. 
The films take most of their “stars” from 
the legitimate stage, and if the theatre is 
allowed to languish the supply of these, 
naturally, will decrease. 

In the meantime, the London theatres are 
faced with oppressive taxation, high running 
costs, large ground rents and big salaries, 
and, in Sir Oswald’s opinion, they must turn 
to some form of entertainment for which the 
least amount of money has to be paid out. 
The resulting unemployment among actors 
and actresses is regrettable, but it cannot be 
helped. 

‘The stage theatre is in a parlous state,” 
he concludes, with some gloom, ‘‘ and, unless 
new companies can be found with capital to 
be lost in the employment of human actors, 
it will not be able to carry on.”’ 

If Sir Oswald Stoll’s argument is well 
founded (and he should be in a position to 
know the facts) the prospect certainly is not 
bright. But one is hearing so many contra- 
dictory accounts of the decay and renaissance 
of the London stage that one is left in some 
doubt as to what exactly the position may be. 


ULSTER PLAYERS’ VISIT. 


In Dublin the most interesting theatrical 
fare next week w.ll be provided by the Ulster 
Players, who are appearing at the Gaiety 
Theatre. Their repertoire includes a new 
four-act comedy by George Shiels, entitled 
“The Tame Drudge’’; also ‘‘ The Drone,”’ 
‘Thompson in Tr na nOg” (two old 
favourites). ‘‘ The Enthusiast ” and “ Cob- 
bers go Halves.’’ The two last-named plays 
are by Lewis Purcell. The cast is headed by 
Rutherford Mayne, and includes a number of 
ta'ented actors. 

The Dublin University Players, a new 
dramatic society, will be making their initial 
appearance at the Abbey Theatre in ‘* Thun- 
der in the Air.” Another production of im 
portance at this theatrs will be the new 
lay, ‘‘ Men Crowd Me Round,” by Francis 
Stuart, which will begin on March 13th. 

The Gate Theatre’s production oí 
“ Agameninon ” will be continued for its 
second week. It is interesting to note that, 
by a coincidence, this trilogy of Aeschylus 
also was produced at Cambridge last week, 
at the New Theatre. Judging by the reviews, 
the production followed much the same lines 
as in Dublin—that is the necessary conden- 
sation of the three plays was achieved by a 
drastic cutting of the long choruses. The 
Cambridge production was staged by Mr. 
J. T. Sheppard and the Cambridge Greek 
Play Committee, and it would be interesting 
to be able to compare jt with the Gate’s 
version. 

The extraordinary vitality of “The 
Beggar's Opera ' is brought home to one by 
the two engravings which have been dis- 
played outside the Gaiety Theatre during this 
week. Both of them date from the early 
eighteenth century, when the play was first 
produced, and one, which depicts a scene in 
it was presented last year by the Mayor of 
York to Mr. Sidney Foster, who is producer 
to the present company. 

This play has been running for over two 
centuries, and it is amusing to reflect that 
its début earned only a qualified approval 
from many critics of that day, including Dr. 
Johnson. The only comic operas that seem 
at all likely to share its immortality are 
those of Gilbert and Sullivan, which con- 
tinue from year to year without showing any 
signs of fatigue. 


WIDOW WILSON 'S 
CHARITY. 


HIGHER PENSIONS MAY 
BE GIVEN, : | 


Holding that a pension of 7s, a week was 
not enough to live on, Mr. Justica Bennett, 
in the Chancery Division, London, yesterday, 
cranted an Application by the trustees of a 
Belfast charity, known as ‘‘ Widow Wilson's 
Charity,”” which was founded in 1854, that 
the scheme regulating the Charity should be 
altered. so as to permit the participation of 
widows with incomes not exceeding £40 a 
vear instead of those with incomes not ex- 
ceeding £20 a year, and to permit also the 
reising of pensions to widows from 7s. to 
10s. a week, and to confirm any past pay- 
ments that might have aoaveled gé pro- 
vided for. : 

The trustees were Messrs. Henry Kinahan, 
Charles Gordon Ewart, and John Dermot 
Campbell, all of -Belfast, and their counsel, 
Mr. Overton, explained that their application 
was based on the difference in the purchasing 
pewer of money in 1854 and the present day. 
The Chavity provided for the payment of 
pensions to widows over 60 years of age, “of 
sober, honest life, of the town of Belfast,” 
whose incomes did not exceed £2) a year. 

Mr. Stafford Crossman, for the Attorney- 
General, said that he raised no objection to 
the proposed alterations if his lordship had

which depended on whether he was satisfied 
that it was impracticable to-day for a widow 
over 60 to live on 7s. a week.

CEAN-GOING cargo steamers of from 

O five thousand to ten thousand tons are 

likely to be more frequent visitors to 

the port of Dublin in the future, as a result 

of tariffs imposed by the Free State Goverp- 
ment 


Yesterday I. visited the docks, end from a 
tug boat standmg out in the river 1 saw 
some of the biggest of these cargo boats lying 
against the wharves. In the Alexandra Basin 
lay the Winona County from Baltimore, and 
Doric Star from New Westminster, British 
Colombia, and San Francisco, while against 
the Alexandra wharf was the twin screw 
motor vessel Tennessee, discharging its cargo 
of wheat into the grain silo, a contrast in the 
silence of its work and the cleanliness of its 
decks to the clatter of derricks and flying 
dust of the other two vessels. 

Over against the South Wall the six 
thousand ton American oil tanker, Harold 
Walker, from Baton Rouge, had just docked, 
and the crew weie preparing to pump its 
cargo of gas oil into the tanks on shore. 


HOW TARIFFS HAVE WORKED. 


This morning two more ocean-going steam- 
ships carrying general caigo will arrive. The 
ss. Tripp. which is completing its voyage 
from New Orleans, and the Carrigan Head 
from St. John, New Brunswick. 

I asked the reason of the sudden influx of 
ocean-going vessels to the port, and was told 
that it was due to the tariffs, which have 
resalted in considerably more foreign trade, 
although the number of coasting steamers 
trading with England has fallen off consider. 
ably. Coal boats from the Continent are 
becoming more frequent than colliers from 
ES ports. 

© Harbour Master and his staff are justly 
proud of their achievements in the handling 
of the larger steamships, particularly the 
Doric Star, which is 10,441 tons, and one of 
the biggest ships ever berthed in Dublin. 


THE REFRIGERATOR SHIP. 


_ Apart from her size, the Doric Star is 
interesting, because of the fact that she is a 
refrigerator ship, built specially for the carry- 
ing of perishable cargoes, such as fresh fruit 
and chilled or frozen meat. In her deep 
holds, capable of holding 200,000 boxes of 
apples, there are two systems of refrigera- 
tion. Some of the holds are kept at a low 
temperature by forced air draughts passing 
through them and thick cork insulation 
between the walls and the shell of the ship. 
The temperature in these is always low 
enough to keep fruit in perfect condition. 

In other holds the ordinary system of 
refrigeration—by the circulation 
throngh the miles of piping along the roofs 
and walls—is used, and ‘by this means it is 
possible to reduce and maintain the tempera- 
ture at ten degrees Fahrenheit, if necessary. 
When I climbed down the steep ladders into 
these holds, which were just being emptied 
of the last of their cargo, the chill of the 
atmosphere soon made itself apparent, and 
on the outer surface of the refrigeration pipes 
the thick frost could still be seen 1 was 
told, however, that the cold air system is 
preferable for the carriage of fruit. . 


A PLEASANT SURPRISE. 


The commander of the Dorie Star, Captain 
Selwyn Capon, told me that Dublin was the 
last port of call for the discharge of cargo 
which his vessel had to make. It had been 
an experimental trip, as the owners were not 
convinced of the facilities of the Dublin Port 
for handling a ‘vessel of 10,000 tons, but he 
was glad to say that the experiment was a 
success, and the vessel had been well handled 
bv the Harbour Master's staff and two tugs. 
“It is no easy task for a harbour staff to 
manceuvre a large vessel into a comparatively 
small area such as the Alexandra Basin, and 
I congratulate them,” he remarked. 

His only regret, he added, was that he was 
not shipping a cargo out of Dublin. He bas 
to proceed to, Bristol to pick up part of his 
next cargo, as there is no cargo obtainable 
in Dublin. And so, on the afternoon tide, 
the Doric Star put out to sea—unladen. 

Later I learned that there is very little 
cargo to be picked up in Dublin, any that 
exists being only suitable for the small coast- 
ing steamers, as the Free State's foreign 
export trade is almost negligible.

In connection with the Gift Day of the 
Church of Ireland Jews’ Society in 16

LORD CHANCELLOR'S

DISINTEGRATION OF 
THE ATOM. 


LECTURE BY MR. E. T. S. 
WALTON. 


- 


‘The Disintegration of Atoms by Protons”’ 
was the subject of a very interesting lecture, 
illustrated with lantern slides, which Mr. E. 
1. 8. Walton, Ph D., delivered yesterday 
afternoon in the Science Hall, Royal Dublin 
Society, Ballsbridge. 

Mr, Walton is the distinguished graduate 
of Dublin University who, for his work on 
the disintegration of the atom at the Caven- 
dish Laboratory, Cambridge University, last 
year, — world-wide renown. The hal] 
was filled, the audience including well-known 
Dublin scientists and professional men, 
fellow-students of the lecturer’s, and students 
from the two Universities in Dublin. 


THE LECTURE. 

“Dr, Walton, to whom a very cordial 
welcome was extended, said that an atom 
consists of a small, heavy central nucleus, 
containing both protons and electrons, and 
round this, at relatively Jarge distances, 
planetary electrons revolve. In order to 
transmute one atom into another it is neces- 
sary to’change the constitution of its nucleus. 
This was first effected by Rutherford in 1919 
by using the fast alpha rays from radium as 
sire es with which the nucleus was 

mbarded.. The necessity for using radium 
puts serious limftations on the scope of such 
experiments. In recent years a number of 
attempts have been made to produce artifi- 
cially not only the rays which are given out 
spontaneously by radium, but other types 
cé rays as well. 

The apparatus which has been built at the 
Cavendish Laboratory, Onumbridge, uses 
potentials of about 600,000 volts, and 
produces streams of very fast protons. These 
rays have been found to be very effective in 
disintegrating a number of elements. In the 
case of lithium, a proton enters the nucleus. 
which then breaks up into two helium nuclei 
with the liberation of a large amount of 
energy. The two helium nuclei fly apart at 
high speed, and form rays of exactly the 
same nature as the rays from radium. A 
number of other elements can also be disin- 
tegrated with the apparatus. During the past 
six months results have been :eported from 
laboratories in the United States and Ger- 
many which confirm the experiments made 
at Cambridge. Such experiments are likely 
to give much information on what is happen- 
ing inside the stars, and they should increase 
our knowledge of atomic nuclei.

THE FREE STATE’S TRANSPORT

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—While the strike which affects our 
Northern railways makes its inevitable appeal 
to public attention, other transport issues, 
of possibly even greater ultimate importance, 
are suggested .by this week's official returns 
of traffic.

EVIDENCE AT - 
COMMISSION. 


‘PAIR “WAGES AND 
CONDITIONS. 


IVING evidence at a meeting. of the 

( i Civil Service Commission yesterday 
afternoon in the office of the Land 
Commission, Upper’ Merrion street, Dublin, 
Mr. T. J. Hughes, of the Civil Service 
Federation, said that difficulties had . been, 
suggested in regard to the surrender of 
budgetary control by the Minister for Finance 
}and the competency of the Arbitration Board 
to determine the capacity of the State to pay 
particular rates, or to observe particular 
conditions. With regard to these points, he 
said that it was important to note that at 
present, in regard to a considerable section of 
employés of Government departments—the in- 


uver rates of any pay and conditions gener- 
ally, and that the question of the capacity 
of the State to pay did mot arise. The 
Arbitration Board, he said, would have to 
determine merély what were fair conditions 
for the non-industrial classes of civil servants 
on the same basis as the Government, already 
had agreed to deal with its’ industrial classes— 
namely, how good employers dealt with their 
employés engaged on comparable work, The 
Arbitration Board’s award would bind» the 
Government (subject to ‘the Dáil) only to 
pay tar rates as so ascertained, The question 
of the State’s capacity to pay fair rates should 
not be a consideration at all for the Arbitra- 
tion Board. The ES of fair wages and 
sajaries, and the observance of fair conditions 
of employment generally, should be a first 
charge upon the income of the State, 


FAIR RATES. 


No State service should be undertaken or 
maintained which could be maintained only 
by paying Jess than fair rates. In suggesting 
this proposition no burden was proposed to be 
placed upon the State as an employer which 
st. did not impose upon other employers. 

The State would not accept any contract’ 
for goods or services produced' by workers 
who were not paid fair wages, no matter how 
great the difficulties of the State might be in 
regard to finding money or how pressing the 
demands made upon it by various sections 
of the community, and no matter how exten- 
sive unemployment and poverty might 
be in the country. The: State should 
observe a similar attitude in regard 
to the services it directly supplied. lt 
might be said—': Surely the Government can 
be trusted to pay fair wages and salaries and 
observe generally fair conditions.” It might 
be asked what real need was there for civil 
servants to seek protection against the Minis- 
ter for Finance, who had no personal 
pecuniary interest in their rates of pay. To 
that the.civil servants would reply that they 
were not satisfied from their experiences that, 
the Minister had on all occasions in their 
regard observed the spirit of his own Fair 
Wages Clause; that, indeed, from his refer- 
ence to the capacity of the State to pay, he 
had shown a completely wrong outlook on the 
question of their pay and conditions. 


RESISTING REDUCTIONS, 


The Minister looked more to the cost of 
meeting a claim than to its merits. What 
was all this but doing what he would not 
allow Government contractors to do? Civil 
servants were not looking for increased pay, 
but they were resisting reductions since 1924, 
The position of a Minister for Finance was 
that he was constantly worried by claims 
from all sorts of people for State money or 
for reduction in taxation, and. there was a 
constant temptation for him to raid the pay- 
chest of the civil servants to meet these 
claims. The State should not be charitable 
with its employés’ money. The Minister 
might decide to make experiments with civil 
servants and introduce innovations into the 
Civil Service, such as the differentiated 
scales, without the consent of the Civil Ser-. 
vice organisations, not justified by what good 
outside employers did, and what the State 
did not require, or even allow, outside em: 
ployers to do. 

The State intervened to a very great. t 
in the business of outside employers. e 
Government could not reasonably refuse to 
accept the claim of its own employés that it 
should be bound by an independent opinion 
as to whether it was doing towards them 
what it, under heavy penalties, required other 
employers to do towards their employés. 


THE FEDERATION, 


Answering the Chairman, Mr. Hughes said 
that the: Federation consisted of twelve 
affiliated bodies of civil servants, and its 
objects’ Were’ to cater for the interests of civil 
servants of ail grades. 

The Chairman—You say that fair rates 
are not being paid by the State? 

Mr. Hughes—I do not say that in all cases, 
but the hederation is not satisfied that fair 
rates are being paid in all grades. The 
reductions made in: 1924 were not justified 
in comparison with the rates of pay outside. 

The witness said that the superannuation 
arrangements required revision; for civil 
servants considered that they were not being 
fairly treated in the ntatter. A figure of 124 
per cent. was dedutted’ from the pay to 
provide a pension fund, and it was felt that 
if that 124 per cert. were not deducted the 
recipient could invest’ it in insurance, and 
thus provide for his dependants in the case 
of premature death. The Arbitration Board 
ought to be free to deal with the question 
of pensions. 

The Chairman—Do you say that the 
Arbitration Board should have the power to 
award pensions as distinct from a recommenda- 
tion !—Legislation should be passed in that 
regard tu implement the award. Most of 
the Irish banks made better provision for 
pensioning their employés than that which 
was made in the Civil Service.

day.

THE FLOW FROM THE COUNTRY. 


It is.a pessimistic tale, but Dublin's rates 
for poor relief will be increased this year, 
and the total may: exceed twenty shillings in. 
the £. This projected increase is most. cer- 
tainly due to the demands for assistance, it 
was stated in a well-informed quarter yester- 
“day. . Mrs.. Kettle, Chairman of the. Dublin 
Board of Public Assistance; has repeatedly 
stated that people from the-country districts 
who are. without work come to 
the only way to-have their poverty relieved, 
and secure accommodation. in. ‘institutions 
which are maintained out of the Dublin rates. 

Mrs. Kettle has. demanded that some 
steps should be taken to ensure that. the 
total cost of the maintenance of these un- 
fartunate people may. be shared by outside 
bodies; or, better still, become a national 
charge. It. was learned yesterday that the 
Government is directing its attention to this 
matter, and it. is regarded as probable that 
some means may be devised whereby people: 
who. reach -Dublin wall not be allowed to 
remain in city institutions indefinitely, but 
will be returned to their native quarters.‘ ~ 


THE 1929 ACT. 


The Government, it is learned, is. not 
likely. to acqeed to the appeals; coming from 
various city associations. to have the opera: 
tions of the Poor. Relief (Dublin) Act of 
1929 revoked. or suspended. This Act, 
which was, of course, only a temporary 
measure, is stated to be more necessary + ow 
than ever, but some other form .of relief for 
ratepayers may be devised. 

The _ Dublin Chamber of Commerce, 
among other organisations, has demanded 
this relief, and intends to .continue this 
demand until something is done to ‘make 
the position in the city less difficult.

BEAUTIFYING 
DUBLIN CITY. 


NEW: PARK FOR NORTH 
SIDE. 


LTHOUGH : the City of Dublin boasts 
A many beautiful: parks and pleasure 
haunts within its boundaries there 
always is room for’ development by the pro- 
vision of new parks and recreation grounds. 
Every additional open space brought under 
cultivation and placed at the disposal] of the 
citizens wherein to spend their leisure hours. 
means the provision of greater lung space 
and healthier and brighter conditions. i 

Residents on .the dYorth side of the city, 
whose every day trek to the city brings 
them. across Blacquiere ‘Bridge have been 
watching with interest the progress of work 
which has been in hands for the past few 
weeks in that area. ' Until the last. year or 
two a branch of the Royal Canal stretched 
from Mountjoy to’ thé: Broadstone Railway. 
With the change in methods of transport this 
section of the canal fell into disuse, and a 
boat had not been on its waters for many 
years. It was filled in á year or two ago, 
and had become more or‘less a ‘waste and 
sorry-looking stretch, ón which the juvenile 
population of the. district disported them- 
selves. Now the City ‘Fathers have come 
along and, through the’ finanéial help made 
available from the Govérnment’s relief grant, 
have employed about thirty workers from 
the ranks of the unemployed. For weeks 
past they were occupied with preliminary 
work,° cleaning and tépdressing the long 
stretch from Mountjoy to the Broadstone. 
Then passers-by suddenly saw emerging a. 
very beautiful park. ; Terraces were laid out 
on both sides oí the bridge and the open. 
space laid out ‘in beds “for grass; shrubbery 
plantations and walks. “As can be seen 
from the amount of work already done |. 
this’ is going to be “a very pretty 
little park, indeed. - In‘ the space stretching 
to the Broadstone there will be four long 
lines of conifer trees, and at ‘intervals of 
about a# hundred yards ‘there will be 
plantations of flowering shrubs. Near the 
centre of the park will be a band stand, 
where band recitals will be held in season. 
There will be walks through the park, with 
shelters and seats, where the residents can. 
pass their leisure hours. The whole park 
will be bounded by ornamental railings set 
on a kerb. At the end nearest the railway 
terminus, and bounded by the old basin 
wall, there will’ be a _ play-ground for 
children. A sum of £l, has been set 
aside for this work, and the idea is to pro- 
vide a fully equipped play-ground, with 
maypoles, swings, and all the other para- 
phernalia that make the children so happy. 

The portion of the park on the Northern 
side of the bridge will, it is hoped, be the 
site of a new library; for which the plans 
are complete. It will be built across the 
park, facing the bridge and backing on the 
canal, 

It is hoped to complete the filling in of 
the canal to the cross, and, as part of the 
scheme, the Corporation authorities hope to 
be able to acquire the old Canal Chambers, 
which were once used for boat-repairing 
work, and convert them into swimming 
pools for children. They provide ready- 
made pools, and the only difficulty—and not 
@ serious one, will be the grading of the 
depths to meet. the. requirements of 
swimmers, non-swimmers, and learners, ~~ 

The work has been. carried out under the 
personal supervision of Mr. M, Keegan, 
Superintendent of Public Parks and Pleasure 
Grounds, . and, when. complete, will be 
under, the — supervision: of uniformed 
attendants, and the park. will. come under 
the ordinary. regulations and by-laws.

Ships and Trade. 


The general condition of British shipping 
was surveyed yesterday at the annual 
meeting of the Chamber of Shipping of the 
United Kingdom. During recent years the 
world’s shipping industry has been pass- 
ing through difficult times, and Britain has 
been the worst sufferer. Before the Great 
War she stood supreme among the sea- 
going Powers. Her merchant ships carried 
the goods of every exporting country, and 
the red ensign was known and respected 
throughout the world. Since the War 
everything has been changed. In the first 
place, the United States of America, 
which formerly depended largely on 
British merchant ships, have built a fleet 
of their own, and their ships have been 
subsidised out of the public purse. Again, 
the European States that do a trans- 
Atlantic trade have followed the American 
example. Germany, Italy and France 
all have built great ocean-going liners 
in an effort to filch Britain's sea- 
borne traffic. Their ships have been sub- 
sidised generously. They have spared no 
expense in the provision of the finest type 


of vessel, whereas no less than 16,000,000 


tons of British shipping are more than 
twenty years old. The British merchant 
service is.expected to hold its own rzainst 
modern ships which are being operated 
deliberately at a loss. 

Britain very properly has set her face 
against shipping subsidies, and in the 
lorig run she will prove to have been right. 
There will be no hope for world trade 
until costs and prices are allowed to find 
their own level, and shipping subsidies, 
from the economic point of view, are 
thoroughly vicious. They create completely 
false standards. They have introduced an 
entirely artificial element into the busi- 
ness of sea-going commerce, and the 
nations that have been granting them 
losers. British 
ships have civilised a great part of 
the world. The “dirty British coaster, 
with a salt-caked smokestack’’ has 
been a more potent agent of culture 
than all the quinqueremes from Ophir 
the Spanish galleons of 
which the poet sings. These vessels have 
carried British ideals of square dealing 
and fair play to the ends of the earth, 
and, no matter what subsidies are given 
to their rivals, the work that they have 
done has made a lasting impression on the 
world’s history. They have set a standard 
of efficiency and seamanship that the ships 
of no other nation can approach. The 
risk of life aboard British ships even to- 
day is only .00003 per cent. Other vessels 
may be more showy, but for sound work- 


stately 


manship and knowledge of its job the , 


British merchant service still is hors 
concours. 

The troubl: about world shipping is 
the trouble about all world trade, and 
can be expressed in a single word—tariffs. 
During the later part of the nineteenth 
century, when Britain practised, as well 
as preached, the gospel of free trade, her 
ships were used by all the nations to 
exchange one another’s goods. There was 
a free flow of trade across the face of the 
globe. Every nation exported what it 
was best able to produce and imported 
the goods which its fellows were able to 
provide more cheaply and efficiently, with 
the result that there was a constant 
and the peoples 
Now all countries wish to 
become self-sufficient. They no longer 
are content to produce the goods for which 
nature and circumstances have fitted 
them; the agricultural countries are try- 
ing to establish manufactures and the 
industrial countries to develop their agri- 
Clearly, there is a limit to the

| extent to which this process can go; and 


in the meanwhile world trade is declining. 
If and when the nations come to their 
senses, there will be a revival of sea- 
borne trade ; but, for all the efforts of the 
League of Nations and the endless con- 
ferences that are being held between the 
Powers, the mad competition in tariffs, in 
trade restrictions, in quotas and subsidies 
continues. No nation can live unto itself 
alone—a fact which soon will become 
manifest in the twenty-six counties of the 
Irish Free State. Sooner or later the 
peoples will force their Governments to 
resume normal relations of trade, and 
when that day dawns the British mercan- 
tile marine will come into its own again. 


American Roads. 


America, like Ireland, England and 

other countries, realises that 
liabilities of the railways are 
unfair, .in comparison with 
those of the road services. There, 
it is true, the road services possess 
a much firmer hold than they have 
obtained on this side of the Atlantic. The 
density of motor traffic in the United 
States is twice as great as it is in Great 
Britain, and several times greater than 
the density in the Free State. Yet, 
for all this increasing use of motor 
vehicles, both for private and commercial 
purposes, the United States understand 
that their railways cannot be allowed to 
decline through unjust competition. A

These are reforms 
which the Irish and British railways have 
been urging on their Governments for 
many years.

“ Pacifism”? at Oxford. 


Certain sentiments and _ institutions 
are sacred to the average Englishman, 
and last week he received a double blow. 
The Oxford Union Society adopted, by 
275 votes against 153, the motion, ‘‘ That 
this House will in no circumstances fight 
for its King and Country.” Oxford 
University, a secular shrine of British 
patriotism, has stood for ' King” even 
when “ Country’’ was against him; and 
the Oxford Union has been a breeding- 
place of statesmen. Naturally, therefore, 
the Union’s latest vote—a blatant ex- 
pression of extreme “' pacifism ’’—has 
shocked British opinion. What “ heavy 
change” has befallen Oxford since she 
sent, proudly and gladly, thousands of 
her sons into the forefront of the Great 
War? We may note, however, that those 
who are least alarmed by the Union's 
action are those who are most familiar 
with Oxford. Old University men know 
that high-spirited youths are apt to out- 
rage accepted opinion in a mere spirit of 
bravado— 

They only do it to annoy, 

Because they know it teases. 
Moreover, as The Times says, the Union 
““always has been liable to fall into the 
hands of a little clique of cranks,’’ and 
the large body of undergraduates lives 
apart from its activities. The fact 
remains, however, that England and 
Oxford Lave some cause for uneasiness. 
The Union’s resolution is not only rank 
and ignoble “ pacifism ”; it is arrogant 
and ill-mannered—and 275 young Oxiord 
men have found themselves able to 
endorse it. Not in this sense was Oxford 
described greatly as ' the home of lost 
causes and impossible ambitions.”’ The 
truth seems to be that during the last few 
years ‘‘intellectual’’ Communism has 
made a deliberate invasion of Oxford. 
Communist. clubs have been established 
there; and, no doubt, they mobilised all 
their forces for the recent debate. 
Probably their triumph will be short- 
lived; probably the main body of under. 
graduates will realise now that this 
undermining of the University’s fame 
cannot be countered by mere ridicule or 
contempt. Within the next fortnight the 
Union will have an opportunity, on a 
new vote, to expunge the offensive resolu- 
tion from its minutes. 


“The Ashes,”’ 


At Brisbane yesterday England won the 
fourth Test match, and with it the 
‘rubber ' of the series. She won by six 
wickets, and in this match, as in 
the other two in which her team 
triumphed, there was no question as 
to the general superiority of the 
Englishmen over their Australian oppo- 
nents. In every department of the 
game the visitors excelled. They had 
virtually no “ tail.” With, perhaps, one 
exception, every man on the side was a 
sound batsman ; and, although there were 
few spectacular scores, the average was 
satisfactory and Australia’s attack was 
thwarted. The chief credit for victory, 
however, must go to the English bowlers. 
Harold Larwood, of Nottingham, proved 
conclusively that he is the best fast bowler 
in the world. His duel with Don Brad- 
man, Australia’s “ star ” batsman, gave 
him a complete victory; and the other 
English bowlers, to a man, justified their 
choice. It was fitting that the winning 


hit in the fourth Test should have been. 


scored by Paynter, of Lancashire, whose 
brilliant first innings, when he had arisen 
from a sick bed, paved the way for 
England’s success. The final Test at Sydney 
will lose much of its competitive interest 
now; for that very reason, it may 
prove to be the best of the series. 
Happily, the storm of criticism against 
the English side for its use of the so-called 
‘* leg-theory '’ seems to have evaporated ; 
but it is manifest that a repetition of the 
controversy between the Australian Board 
of Control and the M.C.C. would do much 
to kill Test match cricket. 
taken far too seriously in Australia, where 
defeat in a Test match is regarded as a 
national calamity. Cricket is—or ought 
to be—the greatest of games; but it is 
only a game, after all.

THOMAS: HARDY. 


HIS SPIRIT AND HIS 
WORK. 


That Thomas Hardy was a writer, not for 
the dilettante reader, but for those who 
wished to go deeper, was one of the theses 
dealt with by Mr. M. A. Ellison, M.Sc., of 
Armagh, an ex-President of the Dublin Uni- 
versity Philosophical Society, in a paper on 
“ Hardyhis Spirit and his Work,” which 
was read last night at a meeting of the 
Society at Trinity. College, Dublin. Mr. 
E. M. Wood, President of the Society, was 
in the chair. 

Hardy, said the lecturer, was a master of 
fiction. He was not in any exalted degree 
a poet. His language, it had to be con- 
fessed, was of the logical type, more suited 
to descriptive murrative than to sustained 
emotional utterance. At times, it was true, 
his language was of the keenest, tensest 
kind, but his natural style was one of quiet 
philosophical penetration. 

There could be no doubt that it was in 
fiction that his spirit found its greatest re- 
lease. That opinion was come to despite the 
fact that probably his greatest masterpiece 
was achieved in the ‘mould of epic drama— 
“The Dynasts.” That work was something 
apart, something historical, that must he 
judged by itself. 


THE “ WESSEX ” NOVELS. 

It was in fiction, too, that Hardy deve- 
loped his greatest mastery of expression. 
Here, one could observe the facets of his 
personality at their brightest. It was in 
fiction that he seemed best able to satisfy his 
clear-cut experiences, and that he could 
carry all mankind to such satisfaction with 
im. 

The ‘‘ Wessex"’ series of novels was de- 
scribed. by the lecturer as a unique body of 
literature, and they reached their climax in 
the epics ‘‘ Tess of the D’Urbervilles’’ and 
‘Jude the Obscure.”’ In the case of few

of the Opposition) opened the debate 

on pe Labour Party’s vote of censure on 
the Government. 

The motion ran :— 

“That this House deplores the 
entire failure of the Government 
to deal with the problem of un- 
employment, and its continuance 
in a course of policy which, by 
lowering the purchasing power of 
the masses and restricting the 
flow of trade has resulted in an in- 
crease of over 400,000 unemployed 
in twelve months; and this House 
calls upon the Government to 
initiate and carry through a far- 
reaching plan for the utilisation, 
in the interests of the nation, cf 
the national resources in land, 
credit, materials and man-power, 
which are now lying idle, so as to 
increase the total production of 
wealth in the country.” 

The Government, Mr. Lansbury said, 
had made conditions considerably worse 
instead of better by the steps they had 
taken to deal with the unemployment 
problem. The unemployment figures 
showed an increase of 176,000, making a 
total of 2,903,000, and to this must be 
added 170,000 : -ople who had been com- 
pelled to have recourse to the poor-law 
and the new army of the black-coated 
proletariat. He charged the Minister of 
Health and the Minister of Labour with 
brutal and cynical administration of the 
transitional benefit, and said that it might 
be cheaper to keep the people on miserable 
doles, but hon. members opposite would 
live to repent the conditions they had 
helped to create. Many of the svricides 
and murders they read about were 
tragedies of sheer despair. He had read 
of mothers cutting up their underclothing 
to clothe their children.

for Local Government, expressing con- 
cern at the backward state of the rate 
collection in County Cork came in for some 
criticism’ at to-day’s meeting of the County 
Council. 
Before reading the letter the Secretary men- 
tioned that up to last evening £158,664 had 
been lodged to the credit of the Council, 
there remaining outstanding £152,114 19s. du. 
The amount collected represented over 47 per 
cent. of the sum at present in course ol 
collection. At the corresponding period of 
last vear the amount collected was £162,151 
15s. 7d., which represented over 55 per cent. 
of last year’s collection. “ 
He then went on to point out, in connection 
with the rates collection, that the usual 
monthly report was forwarded to the Depart- 
ment of Local Government. 
“This morning,’’,.he proceeded, “TÍ re- 
ceived a letter from the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health in which he 
stated that, allowing for the abnormal! 
factors which had, more or less, a detrimental 
effect on rate collection generally during the 
present year, he observed with much concern 
the backward position of cóllection within 
two months from the close of the financial 
year. Of the total warrants, re to 
£284,497, the very large sum of £155,704, or 
54 per cent., remained outstanding. 
‘The unsatisfactory state of the collection 
had been the main cause of the present grave 
condition of the Council’s finances. It was 
to be noted that the accounts. of the Council 
were overdrawn to the extent of £179,000, 
involving heavy expenditare by way of in- 
terest charges. | 
“The Council should forthwith give 
serious consideration. to the present state 
of the collection. Pressure should be 
brought to bear on the collectors 
to proceed im a more diligent § and 
effective. manner with their duties. In 
the event of failure on the part of any 
collectors, disciplinary action should be taken 
by the Council, and, if necessary, dismissal 
from office should be resorted to. 
“The remedy for the existing state of their 
finances rested in the hands of the Council, 
and the adoption of strong measures should 
be insisted. upon.” 


CATTLE RETURNS. 


Mr. O’Gorman—I wonder did the Minister 
read the return for January before he wrote 
that letter. It is admitted that the principal 
source of income in this country are cattle 
and sheep. In January of last year the 
farmers of the Free State received for their 
eattle £1,085,628: in January of this year 
they received £426.658. Surely, if the 
Minister is an intelligent man, he” would 
know that it is utterly impossible for the 
collector to collect what is not there to col-

Mr. O'Gorman added that he would move 
a resolution calling the attention of the 
Government to the serious fall in the amount 
received by Free State farmers for their 
exported cattle, and pointing out that it 
was also evident that a bounty of 124 per 
cent, was a poor substitute for 40 per cent. 
now charged for admission to the English 
market, and that there was no bounty on 
sheep; also that the Council considered that 
it was unjust te press farmers for either 
rates or annuities, 

Mr. G. Power—That is telling the people 
not to pay their rates. 

Mr. Maurice Murphy asserted that there 
was a campaign not to pay rates, and Mr. 
O’Gorman retorted that there Was no need 
for any campaign, as 90 per cent. of the 
farmers were unable to pay. 

In the course of an exchange of views 
between Mr. Maurice Murphy. and Mr. 
O'Gorman: on the effects of the 
tariff war, Mr Murphy. —_ maintained 
that since the, English had lost one and 
a half millions, Ireland consequently had 
benefited to that extent, an observation that 
created loud laughter. 

The Chairman (Mr. W. J. Broderick, 
T.D.) “said that, on Mr. Murphy’s reason- 
ing, if the Free State exported nothing to 

land, the latter would lose the whole 
five and a half millions; but i did not 
follow that the Free State would gain that 
sum.

IFTING border plants is now a neces- 
sary task in the garden. They should

Next, the meat 
pudding on the second tier, then the pota- 
toes, in their jackets, and, lastly, the rice 
placed in a pudding cloth. The pudding 
cloth for the rice should, of course, be left 
slack to allow the rice to swell in cooking.

‘ constitutional ” the other day 1 met 

Erica, who warmed my heart by ask- 
ing what tailor had turned out my new suil. 
You see, Í had made it myself! 

it was auite a long time since I had done 
real dressmaking, and I was a bit nervous 
since—to be candid—I could not afford to 
make a mess of the job. But with a good 
pattern, common-sense, and a dreSsmaker’s 
booklet that deals with all the tricky points 
like buttonholes, darts, cuffs, adapting 
patterns, etc., I believe an average child can 
make a suit or dress successfully. 

Some points worth remembering are these; 
For cutting out heavy materials you must 
have a paw of cutting-out shears—otherwise 
you'll get rough edges and very sore fingers. 
Then even a pattern of the correct size usually 
needs adjusting: the sleeves may be too long 
or the shoulders a trifle wide—and you must 
learn the correct way to alter these fittings. 
For example, if you just cut the sleeve short 
at the cuff the whole thing is thrown out 
of proportion; the correct method is to fold 
the pieces of the pattern above and below 
the elbow and paste a piece of paper across 
to hold the folds securely. 

The actual cutting out is, of course, the 
chief business, and should be planned care- 
fully, the pieces of the pattern being pinned 
in place on the whole length of material 
before a single snip is made, 


Notches are Important. 

Really good patterns are always accom- 
panied by diagrams showing several “‘ lay- 
outs,” according to the width and nature of 
the material wsed. When pinning the 
pattern, make sure the grain, or pile, runs 
always in the same direction, or if the 
material has a design, be certain it doesn't 
come out upside down on the sleeves. And 
it is essential that every notch or hole should 
be indicated by pins or stitches, Notches 
shoud never be cut, as this may damage the 
seams. 

When the cutting-out is accomplished 
(and don’t forget to see if the pattern allows 
for turnings) tacking begins. It often pays 
to spend longer on tacking and re-tacking 
than on the actual business of sewing. 

Nothing else can ensure a good fit—and it 
is here the slap-dash amateur meets her 
Waterloo if she hasn't marked the notches 
and lines shown in the pattern. And if the 
tacking is not properly done it is likely that 
just as she has secured the mhin fit a vital 
seam will yawn open—and all’s to do again. 

To avoid this tacking must be done pro- 
fessionally, starting with a knotted thread 
and a double stitch, continuing with regular 
half-inch stitches and half-inch spaces, and 
onding with a double or treble stitch; and, 
of course, when tacking for turn-in seats 
leave the raw edges on the right side of the 
stuff. 

The rest is plain sailing if you remember 
to loosen the tension of thread on the machine 
for pile materials or thick stuff. This avoids 
snapping thread and unsightly marking.
